87 expenditures for costs of the projects listed in Subsection (2)(c).
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88 (5)  It is the intent of the Legislature that:

89 (a)  the funding authorized for projects in Subsection (2) includes funds for public art,

90 except for the following projects:

91 (i)  state capitol remodel;

92 (ii)  Utah National Guard North Salt Lake Readiness Center; and

93 (iii)  Oxbow prison;

94 (b)  no state funds may be expended for the National Guard North Salt Lake Readiness

95 Center project until the United States Congress appropriates monies for the project; and

96 (c)  the Bonding Commission may not issue bonds for the National Guard North Salt

97 Lake Readiness Center project until the United States Congress appropriates monies for the

98 project.
